“Posada” fn Spanish means *abid-
ing piace” or “inn” and in Mexico is
applied to the nightly semireligions and
entlrely jolly performances which in
the houses of all Mexicans last froin
the 1Tth to the 25th of December.
These celebrations are called *posa-
das"” because they are in commemors-
tion of that night when the holy fam-
ily unavailingly searched for an *“abid-
ing place” or “inn" and, unable to find
such a place, sought refuge in the sta-
ble where our Lord was born,

At an early hour, on account of the
clamoring children, the signal is given
for the pinata breakiug, and all the
guests flock gayly about the bobbing
¢lown, with the servants and small
babies congregated in the background.
When the assembly is complete all
join hands and circle about the big,
glittering toy as it swings from its
hook in the ceiling. Oune of the chil-
dren is blindfolded and placed in the
center of the ring, just under the pi-
nata; a long, light pole is handed to her,
and she is told to strike ecarefully and
“con mucha fuerza” (with much force)
in the direction of the pinata.

Good nature demands that all ¢f the
children first have an opportunity to
break the pinata. As they naturally
are never able to do so, the clown be-
ing a tough fibered individual, tbe
turn of the grownups comes next.
One by one they are blindfolded, turn-
ed about three times and then admou-
ished to “strike out.”
